1. LATE AFTERNOON OCTOBER 18 OHTAKA AND DEPUTY PERM REP 
EHSASSI DISCUSSED KHMER QUESTION AGAIN. EHSASSI TOLD OHTAKA 
THAT HOVEYDA HAD MADE CLEAR TO THAI PERM REP ANAND 
DURING DAY THAT HE STILL WAS "NOT QUITE HAPPY" WITH WEAKENING 
OF OPERATIVE PARAGRAPH TWO'S REFERENCE TO SYG. EHSASSI 

SAID THAT, NEVERTHELESS, HOVEYDA HAD DECIDED TO SUPPORT FRIENDLY 
KHMER DRAFT. OHTAKA ASKED EHSASSI IF THIS MEANT IRAN WOULD VOTE 
FOR PRIORITY FOR DRAFT AS WELL AS FOR SUBSTANCE. EHSASSI 
RESPONDED THAT "BOTH ARE LINKED TOGETHER." 

2. COMMENT: WE AND JAPANESE ARE SATISFIED THAT EHSASSI SPEAKS 
WITH HOVEYDA S AUTHORITY. HOWEVER, WE ARE UNCOMFORTABLY 
CONSCIOUS OF VARYING DESCRIPTIONS IRANIANS HAVE GIVEN 

US HERE IN RECENT WEEKS OF INSTRUCTIONS WITHIN WHICH THEY 
ARE OPERATING, AND ASIANS AND OURSELVES WILL BE FOLLOWING 
UP WITH HOVEYDA AND THEN CONTINUING TO MONITOR IRAN'S 
CONSTANCY. NEITHER JAPANESE NOR WE BELIEVE THAT FOLLOWUP 
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
